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Remarks. 


FELLOW CITIZENS: — Time in its never ceasing rounds has 
brought us to the period of reporting to you our stewardship 
as members of the School Board. 


Remembering that “a public office isa public trust,” we have: 
tried to fulfil the duties imposed upon us faithfully and im- 
partially. Greater cares, and graver responsibilities, have 
been laid upon us than heretofore, consequent upon our im- 
proved school system. 

The establishment of the High School we believe to bea step 
in the right direction, the results of which will show for them- 
selves, especially to those who are at all familiar with efforts 
made by both teacher and scholar, and the work accomplished. 


We have finished off the North room in the Waverly Hal] 
building into a nice school room with 48 seatsand plenty of 
black boards. We have put ina fine black board, extending 
across the North end of the Grammar School room and turned 
the seats facing it. 

We have painted the school building, and put a new bell up- 
onit, which was paid for by subscription. We have also paint- 
ed the school houses at No. Branch and Division 6 knownas the 
Pond district, the latter requiring three coats of paint Accord- 
ing to voteof the District we have established another school 
in town knownas Division 7 and caused a new school house to 
be built therein by appointing a building committee (according 
to vote) consisting of K. T. Worthley, E. Z. Hastings and C. E. 
Hills; the grading, fencing and furnishing devolving upon 
the school board. 

Considerable time and labor has been spent in formulating 
rules, regulations, and grading of schools, also the courses of 
study to be pursued. And in order that pupils may advance 
step by step, certain examinations are required. 

Asa prerequisite to the High School we require written ex- 
aminations in the following studies: Arithmetic, Grammar, 
Georgraphy, U. 8. History, and Elements of Physiology. We 
require a general knowledge of these studies in the common 
schools, as they will be practically left behind in the High 
School where more advanced studies will be taken up. We | 
were unable to begin the High School before the fall term, thus 


{fi 


beginning the school year. Of the $700.00 voted for the High 
School we have remaining $180.58 for next term. 


The fall and winter terms allover town were much inter- 
fered with by measels, and their effects upon a large num-— 
ber of pupils, in consequence of which some of the terms were 
made shorter than they otherwise would have been. The 
severe and continuous cold weather throughout the winter has 
materially increased the expenses for wood. 


As authorized, the School board have hired six hundred dol- 
lars with which to finish off the High School room, and four 
hundred dollars with which to build the school house in Divis- 
ion 7, and have given our notes for the same. This, with the 
twelve hundred dollar note held by the town, constitutes our 
indebtedness. We have taken up the last note of $905.41 at 
Peterborough Savings Bank, given five years ago,as one of a 
series of notes. 


Believing that the education of our children is the best leg- 
acy we can leave them, and the greatest boon to the town in 
which they ripen into manhood and womanhood, we hope the 
High School will be maintained, not grudgingly, but liberally. 

We would offer a few suggestions to parents: Don’t keep 
your children from school a single day, unless absolutely nec- 
essary; teach them the importance of being there in season; 
don’t allow them to get excused from school if you can prevent 
it; teach them the importance of a good deportment and good 
rank in their studies, the cards of which willbe sent to you 
every week for inspectionand signature—don’t refuse to sign 
them as a matterof no importance. Where a number of 
schools close the same day it is impossible to visit them all the 
last day. so do not feel that the school is of no importance after 
the examination. 

We are grateful for what has been done for the benefit of our 
school in the past and hope for long and continued prosper- 
ity in the future.
